A motion to dismiss charges brought by former 
Assistant Supt. of Schools Edward P. Regan against 
former School Committee Members John F. Lyons 
and John G. Wragg, was filed in U.S. District Court, 
Boston, Tuesday. 

The TOWNSMAN learned Tuesday afternoon that 
Lyons and Wragg, through their counsel, Atty. 
David M. Wright of the Boston law firm of Atwood, 
McGrath and Wright, asked that the action brought 
by Regan be dismissed since Regan ‘“‘has failed to

- appear for his deposition and has refused to make 


himself available for timely discovery in 
Massachusetts, the forum in which he has chosen to 
commence suit.” : 

The former School committeemen are named 
along with Committeeman George F’. Olesen, in a 
civil rights suit seeking damages of $150,000 each, 
stemming from the action of the trio in not re - elec- 
ting Regan to his post as assistant superintendent in 
April, 1974. 

The motion is scheduled for hearing before Judge 
W. Arthur Garrity in U.S. District Court,. Boston, 
next week. 

The motion filed Tuesday further asks dismissal 
of the charges ‘‘because the plaintiff, Mr. Regan, 


has proceeded improperly and in bad faith, seeking ~ 


to manipulate and to subvert the judicial processes 
of this Commonwealth for the purpose of causing 
irreparable injury to the reputatiens and financial 
well being of the co - defendants John Lyons and 
John Wragg.”’ 

The action was filed in behalf of Lyons and 
Wragg, who have refused to accept counsel ap- 
pointed by the town for the case. Olesen is to be 
represented by both his own counsel and town ap- 
pointed counsel for the particular case. 

The brief, filed Tuesday, outlines the reasoning of 
the defendant in asking for dismissal of the case and 
further contends that the suit is designed to 
“harass, annoy and threaten the defendants; in- 
timidate elected officials of the town of Andover in 
an effort to restrict their control over school per- 
sonnel and discourage other townspeople from seek- 
ing political office in the town of Andover.” 

In asking for dismissal on grounds that Regan has 
not come to Massachusetts to make himself 
available for deposition, the defendants contend 
that such action deprives them of proper prepara- 
tion for their defense. 

The motion states that Regan is now a resident of 
California and has not made himself available. 

Further contention is made by the defendants that 
financial hardship, undue burden with respect to 
time and place of taking depositions is not 
represented by Regan. 

The defendants also state that for them to travel 
to California with counsel would represent 
hardship, financial and otherwise. 

Massachusetts is the place where Mr. Regan 
selected for trial, thus he should avail himself for 
deposition, the motion states. 

Further the brief states the plaintiff might argue 
that he could be served with a civil action if he 
returned to Massachusetts, citing that Regan was 
paid $1,750 per month as personnel manager, after 
he was removed as assistant superintendent. The 
brief contends that Regan accepted the $1,750, but

Fiscal 1976 is starting off 
gloomy, despite some 
assurance that the $10 tax rate 
increase contained in the initial 
municipal budget presentation 
by Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin will be reduced by the 
time town meeting rolls 
around. 

The manager submitted his 
budget to the selectmen and 
finance committee this week, 
with the forecast that the tax 
rate of $51 for the current fiscal 
year could go to $61 in the next 
fiscal year, based on initial 
figures. 

The operating budget for 
town services for the next fiscal 
year has been set at $7,954,092. 
For the school department the 
figure is $11,496,027 at present. 

In his budget message, Austin 
noted that the figures were 
‘‘shockingly close’’ to the

_ period for his involvement in a 
series of barn fires in Andover 
in 1974 and 1975. 

Disbrow, appearing in Salem 
Superior Court Monday, plead- 
ed not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity to 23 complaints against 
him as a result of arrests made 
by Andover police relating to a 
series of arson cases involving 
horse barns in the community 
over a period from Fall to 1974 
(through early 1975. 

Superior Court Judge Samuel 
Adams accepted the plea of not 
guilty by reason of insanity and 
committed Disbrow to the 40 
day period at Danvers. 

According to Assistant 
District Attorney John C. 
Doherty, the prosecution, at the 
end ‘of the 40 day period, will 
ask the court to commit 
Disbrow to the hospital for an 
indefinite period. 


If the court accepts the peti-

Oil Firm Break Up Seen 
As Consumer Threat 


Congressional efforts to break 
up large oil companies represent 
a real threat to energy con- 
sumers and to other industries. 
This was the warning sounded by 
an Andover spokesman for the 
Massachusetts Petroleum Coun- 
cil before the Taunton Rotary 
Club. 

The oil industry is the principal 
target of a mood in the nation’s 
capital that success should be 
punished, according to Robert T. 
Haslam of 116 Dascomb Road. 

He added: ‘‘We think the 
energy consumer can only be 
hurt by breaking up oil com- 
panies who are big because they 
have served consumers 
successfully. We think the energy 
consumer can only be hurt by 
denying oil companies the right 
of entry into other energy fields 
where their skill, their ex 
perience, and their willingness to 
take risks are needed.” 


Relations Representative, New 
Kingland Area for Exxon Co. 
USA, asserted that the nation’s 
vil companies have done a good 
job through the years for energy 
users, for investors and for the 
nation as a whole. 

Despite that fact, he said, dur 
ing the 1975 session of Congress 
both Houses voted to continue 
crude oil and natural gas as the 
only commodities still unde 
price controls. They also slowed 
down the seasrch for offshore oi 
and natural gas and engaged in 
seemingly endless discussions on 
federal oil companies, nationa

oil control boards, and other 
fruitless ideas, Haslam added. 

Finally, last October, Haslam 
continued, about 40 percent of the 
Senate voted to break up U.S. oil 
companies into separate parts 
and to forbid them the right to in- 
vest in any other phase of the 
energy business except oil. This 
was done without hearings and 
without debate, he noted. 

‘‘Analyzed one by one, the 
proposals make no economic 
sense, show no national benefit, 
but abound in harmful effects,” 
Haslam said. 

He pointed out that some 
elements of the public and some 
politicians are angry at the oil in- 
dustry because of events which 
were completely outside the in- 
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cope with inflation.

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To Examine Curriculum In Light Of Test Scores 


By Linda S. Corbett 

The school committee was 
back agonizing over college 
board scores, and how much 
department heads should be 
held accountable for them, 
Tuesday night. 

While stirring up tempers and 
the age-old argument about the 
scores’ validity, the lengthy dis- 
cussion brought about a motion 
for a comprehensive look at 
secondary curriculum, with an 
eye toward raising college 
board achievement test scores. 

February 24 was committed 
as the date to begin looking at 
secondary math, with English 
to follow in March. 

This latest college board bout 
was brought on by Com- 
mitteeman George Olesen a 
few sessions ago, when he ask- 
ed for a historical comparison 
of achievement scores. 

His request followed an ‘‘op- 
timistic’’ presentation by the 
administration on achievement,

and reports by Math Head 
James Murphy and English 
Head William Becker on what 
steps they are taking to im- 
prove scores. 

Olesen first said he wanted to 
know if English achievements 
had fallen’ below the national 
averages before Becker 
became English head, but the 
request was amended to include 
all achievement test subjects. 

Olesen said Tuesday night 
that as he looked the scores 
over, “it quickly became ap- 
parent to me that English 
achievements had continued to 
decline since 1970.” 

In 1970-71, he said, Andover 
scored some 20 points above the 
national average in English, 
while in 1971-72, Andover 
dropped to 23 points below the 
nation; in 1972-73, to 46 points 
below; in 1973-74, to 14 points 
below and in 1974-75, to 20 
points below. 

In these last three years, he

“It’s not typical of Andover of 
days gone by,”’ he said, adding 
that it was ‘‘incumbent on the 
committee to see that 
something is done to turn this 
around.”’ 

The Andover scores, he said, 
“are a disgrace.” 

Olesen said the committee 
took two steps in 1974 “‘to turn 
the situation around”’ - - the non 
- reappointment of Becker as 
department head, and lower - 
than - requested raises for cer- 
tain language and social studies 
department heads. (Becker was 
subsequently reinstated after 
labor board action.) 

These were two specific votes 
of the committee, Olesen said, 
“indicating that college boards 
were a very heavy part of our 
evaluation.” 

Olesen favored setting a 
“target score’ that Andover 
youths should achieve and add- 
ed, “If people in there now 
can’t perform (as department 
heads), they should be 
replaced.” 

Chairman Frank Griggs call- 
ed the target score tack 
‘“premature’’, and indicated he 
would be happy to start by stop- 
ping the downward trend of the 
scores. 

He also said he felt every 
department head should know 
the concerns of the school com- 
mittee, and that college boards 
could be a factor in their 
evaluation. 

‘Yes, we have talked about 
college boards in the past,” 
Griggs said. ‘“Yes, we’ve said 
we are concerned. We should 
look at our curriculum, and if it 
doesn’t teach the same thing as 
the college boards, then we 
should say we don’t care about 
the college boards. Or, if we 
care about the college boards 
scores, we should look to 
change the curriculum.” 

Committeeman David 
Ahouse, who made the motion 
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to begin the curriculum studies 
in February, said his intent was 
to ‘‘go beyond what we can do 
to beef up the college board 
scores ... for a complete over- 
view.” 

His colleague Robert B. 
McIntyre warned the com- 
mittee it was. ‘‘flirting with a 
possibly great danger’’ in set- 
ling score goals. That action 
could, he said, direct teachers 
to teach only to an examination. 

From the audience, 
Frederick A. Wallace said that 
one of the hidden factors in test 
scores is overcrowded con- 
ditions within the schools. He 
said he hoped the committee, in 
overall examination of the set- 
ting of goals, would ‘‘look at the 
physical plant these kids have 
to learn in.”’ 

Another onlooker said he was 
disturbed that so much respon- 
sibility is placed on department 
heads. 

“Casey Stengel never won 
any pennants with Class D 
players,’ he said, adding that 
the youngsters were coming up 


from the lower grades un- 
prepared. 

Ralph Wilbur predicted that 
this year’s: scores would be 
lower yet, and that ‘‘the results 
of the great experiment are 
coming home to roost.’’ 

Mrs. Sally Kimball, noting 
that more youths are taking the 
tests now than. in past years, 
said, ‘‘If I wanted to raise the 
scores I would say to some of 
them, ‘Don’t bother taking this 
fests.- 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert concluded that ‘‘poin-

never performed any of the services and failed to 


return the money to the town despite a vote of he 
school committee that he do so. . 


The action in this portion of 
the motion is based on Regan’s 
filing a motion for-a protective 
order which would preclude his 
appearance to make a deposi- 
tion. 

Asking dismissal on the 
grounds that the Regan action 
is improper and in bad faith, the 
defendants state, ‘‘Mr. Regan 
and his supporters continue to 
use this lawsuit for political 
purposes by seeking to delay 
the proceedings and to 
manipulate their timing in 
order to maximize the political 
mileage which he has gained 
through the media publicity 
that accompanied the com- 
mencement of the suit.” 

The brief then outlines the 
defendants’ examination of the 
political and social context in 
which the suit was brought by 
Regan. 

The motion indicates that the 
Andover school committee in 
1969 hired Dr. Kenneth Seifert 
as Superintendent and ad- 
vocated new teaching prin- 
ciples such as individualized 
curriculum, ‘‘team teaching’, 
and ‘‘open concept’. 

Contention is made by the 
defendants that Seifert began a 
“systematic process of purging 
the school system of personnel 
who disagreed with the con- 
cepts which he endorsed.” 

Under Dr. Richard Katz’s 
leadership as school committee 
chairman, the board failed to 
challenge Dr. Seifert’s plans or 
question the impact of new 
programs, the motion states. 

Declining test results are 
cited in the brief along with the 
election of Dr. Francis Griggs 
to the committee in 1971, Lyons 
and Wragg in 1973 and Olesen in 
1974 on back - to - basics plat- 
forms.

“The present lawsuit 
represents only one stratagem 
in a campaign by Mr. Regan 
and his sympathizers to villify, 
pillory, degrade and generally 
discredit the defendants first as 
candidates, then as school com- 
mittee members and now as 
private citizens,” the motion 
states. 

The brief then goes into 
description of personal attacks 
on both Lyons and Wragg by 
citizens of the community, 
causing damage to personal 
property, and subjecting them 
and their families to 
obscenities, and their personal 
businesses to threats. 

The motion traces the action 
of the school committee in 
leading up to the vote on April 
10 not to re - elect Mr. Regan. 
Prior to that, the motion con- 
tends, Dr. Seifert was asked to 
present the list of persons due 
for re - election in order that 
they might be reviewed. 

Dr. Seifert had been given an 
indication that Mr. Regan 
would not be reappointed and 
within hours after a straw vote 
had been provided the 
superintendent, “Mr. Seifert, 
Mr. Regan and others began to 
orchestrate a major public con- 
frontation with the school com- 
mittee.”’ The tactical thrust of 
this effort was to press for a 
public hearing on Mr. Regan’s 
re-election. However, the 
strategy behind this demand 
was to exploit the issue of Mr. 
Regan’s re-election in order to 
build public support for the ad- 
ministration and thereby es- 
tablish its predominant authori- 
ty over the school committee,” 
the brief sets forth. 

Mention is also made of 
Wragg and Lyons blocking an 
attempt to use the high school 
graduation ceremony “‘as a 
staging for a political diatribe 
by one of the school personnel 
which the committee had not 
re-elected.” ; 

The brief contends that in a 
break in the school committee 
meeting at which this occurred, 
a confrontation between 
Wragg, Lyons and Seifert, ‘‘Mr. 
Seifert made clear his intention 
to use every means possible to 
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ruin John Wragg and John 
Lyons. . . .‘I will never leave 
Andover, and I will see this 
town kick you under its feet.’ ”’ 
There can be no doubt that Mr. 
Seifert meant this threat to in- 
clude the use of a lawsuit to 
degrade and destroy the 
reputations and financial well 
being of the defendants.”’ 

The motion also comments on 
the action of School Com- 
mitteeman William L. Lane 
bringing suit against the trio. 
The threat of a suit ‘followed a 
request by Mr. Seifert to hold 
an illegal secret meeting of the 
school committee while Mr. 
Lyons and Mr. Wragg were out 
of town to discuss the lawsuit 
and the possibility of a revote 
on Mr. Regan’s re-election.”’ 

When the Regan suit was 
finally filed it was done so in 
September to coincide with the 
reopening of school, ‘intended 
to rekindle the mobilization of 
school personnel and students 
in support of the administration 
and to further emphasize the 
warning to the people and 
elected officials of the town of 
Andover.” 

The motion then historically 
traces the resignations of 
Wragg and Lyons, contending 
that actions of a ‘‘small minori- 
ty of people have sought not 
only to infringe the civil liber- 
ties of the Defendants, but also 
to deprive the town electorate 
of their electoral franchise by 
forcing the resignation of their 
elected representatives and by 
imposing on the students an 
education theory which appears 
to be an educational disaster in 
practice.”

Boston Opera Season To Open On April 19 


The Metropolitan Opera will 
open its 65th season in Boston 
with Bellini’s ‘‘Norma’’ on April 
19 and will mount a major fund - 
raising effort. John Larkin 
Thompson, president of the Met 
in Boston, and Anthony A. Bliss, 
executive director of the 
Metropolitan Opera, made the 
joint announcements at a press 
conference at the Sheraton - 
Boston. 

“The Met in Boston” is the new 
name of the Boston Opera 
Association, sponsor of the per- 
formances here. In unveiling the 
new name, Mr. Thompson said it 
“reflects a re - energized in- 
itiative to continue this 93-year 
tradition.’’ He explained that ex- 
penses’for the last season exeed- 
ed ticket income by $137,000 and 
that the deficit was partly 
covered by contributions of $92,- 
000. ‘‘In spite of excellent atten- 
dance at Met performances,”’ 
Mr. Thompson said, ‘‘we must 
depend upon the generosity of 
New Englanders to help keep The 
Met.in Boston alive. Our goal is 
to raise $150,000 this year.” 

Mr. Bliss pledged the 
Metropolitan’s full support in 
helping The Met in Boston reach 
this goal. ‘‘Boston has been a 


warm home to the Met since 
1883," he said, ‘‘the same year 
our company was created. It 
would be tragic to break this 
historic association. The 
traditional generosity of New 
England makes me optimistic, 
and I firmly believe that as long 
as the Old North Church stands, 
there will be The Met in Boston.”’ 

The fund - raising effort will 
begin this week. 

Francis Robinson, Assistant 
Manager of the Metropolitan, an- 
nounced that three of this 
season's new productions would 
be presented in Boston this 
spring: Verdi’s Aida on April 20, 
Puccini's Il Trittico on the 
matinee of April 24, and Mozart’s 
Le Nozze di Figaro on the even- 
ing of April 24.

Revenue Center, and a number of 
other employers has necessitated 
that the U.S. Postal Service 
provide larger facilities to handle 
this operation. 

It seems to me that the Postal 
Service showed real expertise in 
the selection of a site on Andover 
Street with easy access to the 
Super highways and the in- 
dustries. This location would not 
further aggravate the present 
congested traffic situation 
anywhere in the center of the 
Town as every other proposed 
site would do. In addition, I 
believe, the overall cost would be 
far less. Whatever the cost, we as 
tax payers pay the bill. 

I feel confident the building 
and grounds would be attractive 
and would add to and not detract 
from the appearance of one of 
Andover’s main roads leading 
from Route 93 to the center of the 
Town. Also, the present Postal 
Service on Main Street will con- 
tinue.

A Cause Celebre On 
Unfounded Fears 


The selectmen last week, in wise judgment, cancelled 
plans to defy stipulatons of the Massachusetts Open 
Meeting law, and meet with the Industrial Development 
Commission in what they formerly termed ‘‘work 
sessions’’. 

Originally the board, at the behest of Selectman Alan 
F. French, defiant of the provision of the open meeting 
law, had planned to act in civil disobedience, in order to 
determine some policies for the industrial commission 
to work within. 

French, who feels the open meeting law to be un- 
workable in the best interests of orderly municipal ad- 
ministration, felt that the civil disobedience was a 
proper method, in view of some of our founding fathers 
using such a device effectively. 

How hammering out a Constitution and hashing over 
how a local board should operate can be related escapes 
our wildest effort at compromise. 

The fear that public agencies such as the selectmen 
and the industrial commission can not discuss matters 
such as policy direction in public astounds us. 

Some of the selectmen seem to fear that accomplish- 
ment can only come from secreting themselves from 
public view. 

We would suggest strongly that their fears are un- 
founded, by historic comparison of municipal 
operations today and those of a period before most of 
today’s official family members were residents of An- 
dover. 

There was a time here, and the TOWNSMAN 
remembers well, when municipal operations were con- 
ducted almost entirely by secret session. Handouts 
from such meetings as the selectmen and school com- 
mittee would list utility permits, or teacher elections. 

Governmental openness in Andover came in the 50’s 
following difficult times between the media and 


governmental officials. 

The astuteness of the press in determining official ac- 
tions was the forerunner of open meetings in those days 
and preceded by some time, legislative open laws. 

A year ago, Andover school committee members 
were reminded of their responsibilities to conduct 
business in the open in a court decision, re - emphasiz- 
ing that the public has a right to know what their elected 
and appointed officials are doing. 

Commenting on the secret session controversy over a 
year ago the TOWNSMAN noted that media represen- 
tatives had been welcomed at the so - called work 
sessions conducted by the selectmen. 

Point was then. and remains so today, that a responsi- 
ble press, and responsible public officials, have nothing 
to fear in acting in open session on matters of public in- 
terest. ; 

We have attended work sessions, some proving 
newsworthy events, others sufficient for background in- 
formation in stories which would be developing. 

Acting, as intended a week ago, in civil disobedience, 
as suggested, arouses only public curiosity and suspi- 
cion as to what transpired. 

Chances are the scheduled session, if open, would not 
have warranted major coverage by local media, since it 
was intended simply to develop some ideas and direc- 
tion for the commission to follow. 

A summary could have been gleaned from those 
attending the meeting later perhaps. 

In recent years, the membership of the board of 
selectmen has built up such a believability status, that 
their resorting to executive session for announced legal 
reasons such as personnel, collective bargaining, etc., 
has been unquestioned. 

Perhaps, we should not be so tolerant and more in- 
vestigative in the future.

Senate’s Lazy Gadgeteer

But he doesn’t like to work. He 
would rather spend his time 
tinkering with gadgets. He built 
his own TV set. He has loaded 
every car he ever owned with 
electronic gadgets. The AMX 
sports car he now drives, for ex- 
ample, is equipped with com- 
pass, wind. meter and telephone 
-- all personally installed by the 
Senator. 

When he isn’t tinkering with 
gadgets, Goldwater is usually 
fooling around with his ham 
radio set or flying off into the 
wild blue yonder. He prides him- 
self on having flown every plane 
made in the United States. 

But in the Senate, Goldwater 
neglects his home work, makes 
snap judgements and takes fre- 
quent naps. 

In fairness, we should add that 
he speaks his mind, won't com- 
promise on principle and has 
honest instincts. 

Tribute For Terrorists: The 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion has been glorified by the 
United Nations. This has caused 
a hullabaloo in the backrooms of 
Washington. 

For secret intelligence reports 
have linked the PLO with the 
notorious Black September 
Group. This is a terrorist band 


which allegedly was responsible 
for such outrages as the 
massacre of Israeli Olympic 
stars in Munich and the murder 
of the American ambassador in 
Khartoum. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency, basing its claim in part 
on monitored telephone calls, re- 
ports that the PLO has issued 
secret terrorist orders to the 
Black September Group. 

On the other hand, the State 
Department contends that the 
PLO is merely an umbrella 
organization, which covers 
many Palestinian factions but 
doesn’t control them all. The 
State Department, therefore, 
does not hold the PLO directly 
responsible for the terrorism. 

The PLO, whether it ordered 
the terrorist acts or not, has con- 
doned them. More than once, the 
PLO leader Yassir Arafat, has 
also claimed credit for less 
reprehensible terrorism. 

Yet Arafat was invited to ad- 
dress the United Nations. He 
was cheered wildly when he 
showed up brandishing pistols. 
Recently, the PLO has been par- 
ticipating in the Middle East 
debate just as if it were a 
sovereign nation. 

The effect has been to glorify 
terrorism. This has encouraged 
extremists, anarchists, criminals 
and psychotics around the world 
to call themselves guerrillas and 
commit crimes as a noble un- 
dertaking. 

Afterward, they are often 
hailed as heros rather than 
criminals. Only Israel and Hol- 
land are holding Arab terrorists 
in jail. 

Some are fighting for the PLO 
in Lebanon. Most operate out of 
Libya, which furnishes them 
with arms. In effect, Libya has 
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been using the terrorists to con- 
duct guerrilla raids upon the 
western world. 

Yet the United Nations, in- 
stead of condemning this inter- 
national lawlessness, honors the 
terrorists. 

Wyman’s Woes: The Water- 
gate special prosecutor's office is 
still trying to nail Louis Wyman. 
He's the New Hampshire Repub- 
lican who lost his bid for the 
Senate after a near tie in 1974 
and a re-run last year. 

The question is whether he at- 
tempted to sell the ambassador- 
ship to Luxembourg to Ruth 
Farkas for $300,000. 

Sources close to the investiga- 
tion say the crucial incident oc- 
curred on a Florida golf course. 
Between holes, Wyman allegedly 
remarked to Mrs. Farkas’ hus- 
band, George, that the Luxem- 
bourg ambassadorship would 
cost $300,000: Then Farkas 
allegedly agreed to contribute 
$300,000 to Richard Nixon’s 1972 
campaign. 

Wyman has flatly denied 
Farkas’ version of the conversa- 
tion. But assistant special 
prosecutor John Sale is trying to 
develop the case. 

Gas Shortage?: The gas 
pipeline companies were re- 
cently granted an exemption 
from federal regulations to get 
natural gas to shortage areas. 
But according to a confidential 
congressional memo, the com- 
panies have made little effort to 
find gas supplies. In fact, they are 
still cutting back on deliveries to 
the consumers. 

Investigators suspect the 
pipeline companies want to 
create an artificial stortage so 
they can force the deregulation 
of gas prices.

Retail egg prices have decreas- 
ed slightly in the past few weeks, 
and should remain at current 
levels for the next few months, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture.

School Committeeman 
Robert B. McIntyre, who was 
named last October to fill out 
the remainder of John Lyons’ 
term, announced Tuesday night 
that he will not seek election to 
that post in March. 

McIntyre told the school com- 
mittee that he had enjoyed his 
short period on the board, but 
that he couldn’t carry on his 
‘“‘own personal load as well as 
the school committee load.”’ 

He said he wanted to an- 
nounce his intentions now, so 
that townspeople who might 
want to run could get going and 
do so. 

Lyons resigned last June, 
with less than a year left to 
serve on his three-year term. 
While replacements are to be 
named by a joint committee of 
selectmen and school com- 
mittee, the selectmen told the 
school committee that they 
could go ahead with an appoint- 
ment, if they could agree on 
someone. 

McIntyre had previously 
served a three year term on the 
school committee, and one year 
as chairman. 


reimbursement later in the 
year. 

Proposals now before 
Congress provide for giving 
more funds to central cities in 
financial trouble and less to 
suburbs, such as Andover. 

‘We will look for a device 
whereby we may use any 
federal funding under such a 
program, to reduce the tax 
rate, when we go to town 
meeting,’’ Austin said, still 
doubtful of how much federal 
‘assistance will be forthcoming. 

The total loss of revenue to 
the town through state and 
federal actions amounts to 
about $1 million. 

Austin points out that loss of 
highway aid from the state 
amounts to $287,000, an ad- 
ditional $372,000 is lost from a 
school reimbursement account 
formerly received and the 
federal revenue sharing funds 
amount to a $215,000 budget 
planning decrease. 

Andover’s share of county 
costs is expected to be in- 
creased by $128,000, the 
manager reports. 

While quite a few items in the 
budget and the warrant articles 
will be adjusted downward, 
Austin feels, ‘‘we should give 
the town the total picture from 
the beginning.”’ 

The general town budget 
represents an increase of $6 in 
the tax rate at this point, while 
the school figures, also still 
preliminary, represent a $4 in- 
crease. The school committee 
has been working on decreasing 
their dollar amount for the past 
several weeks. 

The missing links in the ac- 
tual tax rate forecast at the mo- 
ment, according to Austin, in- 
clude the state and federal fun- 
ding decisions, along with 
budget policy decisions to be 
made by the selectmen in the 
weeks ahead. 


Significant increases con- 
tained in the budget include: 

PUBLIC SAFETY: $180,000, 
of which $63,000 is for six ad- 
ditional police officers. 

PUBLIC WORKS: $70,000 for 
highway materia!s, $67,000 im- 
provements to running tracks 
at school fields, $98,500 for 
replacement of vehicles, $14,000 
additional street lighting. 

SEWER: $100,000 for opera- 
tion of the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District plant, cost to 
be offset by sewer use charge 
initiated this year.
